From dawn of July 31 we heard 
cannonading on our right flank, which 
obliged me to hurry down to the south 
front, -where, at first from a battery 
and later from a range of hills, 1 di- 
rected the course of ihe fight.

PUSHING 
COLLECTIOHS. 


Auditor General ts After Limited Con- 


cerns for Taxes. 


Harribburg, Aujf. 4.—Auditor Gen- 


eral William P. Snydcr is 'pushing col- 
lections tmd up to Lho present time 
receipts are more than $1,000,000 over 
the samu period last year. The depart- 
ment is now notifying limited part- 
nerships that they mu^t register at the 
Stale Department, or be .penalized. It 
is said tliat considerable money wnl 
be realized from sucli partnerships 
which, do business in Pennsylvania and 
evade payment oil taxes. 


The Auditor General is also after the 


foreign -corporations that are char- 
tered by other States and come into 
Pennsylvania and do busine-bs without 
re-slsterhi'S and .paying bho annual tax- 
es. 
One hundred of these corpora- 


tions that nave been evading the pay- 
ment of taxes have been notified that 
they have been discovered and a settle- 
ment made, and that they must pay. 
H is expected that the department win 
get $1,000,000 out ot this class of cor- 
porations which have not registered 
in Pennsylvania, but which have gone 
on from year to year doing business 
and shirking the payment of taxes.

Report That a Conference 


Would Be Held Is De- 


nied by Packers. 


ALL CONTRACTS BEING FILLED 


A Trainlttad of Immigrants, Direct 


from Ellis Island, and of All Nation- 


alities, Were Smuggled Into Big 


Plants and Put to Work. 


Chicago, Aug. 5.—In a statement 


j&iven out by the packers the report 
that negotiations are In progress to 
bring about another conference be 
tween the packers and the labor lead 
era is declared to be entirely unfound- 
ed. Ths packers assert that there is 
not the slightest possibility of further 
conferences with the strike leaders. 
According to this statement the prog- 
ress being matle at-the plants is sat- 
isfactory to all the packers; more 
men, are "being -employed daily; all 
contracts and current orders are being 
made at lower prices than before the 
strike commenced. 
In a table accom- 


panying the statement it is shown 
that the total number o£ men at work 
at all points is more than 29,000, dis- 
trllmtea as follows: 


Armour & Co., 9,115; Swift & Co., 


S,623; Nelson, Morris & Co., 3.G4S; Na- 
tional Packing company, 4,105; Libby 
McNeil & Libby, 821; Schwfirzchild & 
Sulzberger, 1,920; 
Cudahy & Co. 


1,431. 
"With this number of men 


"work, the packers claim to 
have 


shipped a total of 831 carloads 
fresh meats from all points. 


Beyond seeing that the order pro 


hlbltlng the deliveries o£ !co to re 
tallers who have been hauling the! 
meat from tha stockyards themselves 
stnco the teamsters' struck, the strik 
er« did very little. Up to date the ice 
supply of 100 of these markets has 
been cut off.

A New 
Departure. 


The- packers Introduced a distinc 


novelty in strike breaking—a train 
load of immigrants said to bo direc 
irom Ellis Island. 
The immigrants 


•were unloaded at obscure spots about 
the yards and 
were 
smuggled In 


groups of 10 or 12 to the various de- 
partments where the newcomers were 
put to work. This took place while 
representatives of the packers were 
reiterating the declaration made that i 
scores of applicants for work are ! 
being turned 
away 
because only ' 


skilled men are being offered employ-1 
rnent. 
There was no mistaking the 
', 


immigrants who compose the latest 
acquisition to the packers' force be- 
sieged in tho stockyards. 
Tho re- 


cruits were loaded down with boxes, 
bags and bundles wrapped In cloths, 
all Bpeaklng eloquently of Mediter- 
ranean points. 
Others carried big 


grips and some few the small box- 
like trunks frequently seen in tae 
luggage of steerage passengers from 
Baltic ports. On most of the luggage 
the "passed" tag of the customs house 
offlco still adhered. 


Jealously clinging to these precious 


possessions 
and 
staggering 
under 


their weight, the immigrants were 
quietly taken from central points to 
the departments where the imported 
men entered upon active duty. 
Pri- 


vate police and packing house 
offi- 


cials accompanied 
each group and 


saw tho members started at work. 
The newcomers were obviously im- 
pressed with the vastness of packing 
town. They talked in subdued^ tones, 
a perfect babel of strange tongues. 


Call Expects Conference. 


International Secretary Homer U. 


Call of the butchers' organisation, de- 
clared 
that 
outside influences are 


again trying to bring about a settle- 
ment of the .stockyards strike. "I ex- 
pect to meet an intermediary," paid 
Mr. Call. 
This person is a t;:ird 


party, but Mr. Call declined to indi- 
cate who the person is, nor would the 
secretary discuss 
further the pros- 


pect for an immediate end of the 
struggle. 


"I expect no direct overtures from 


the packers before monday," contin- 
ued Mr. Call, "bu£ by that time f hope 
to accomplish something of a ben"- 
ficial nature. By Monday the packers 
will bo ready to talk to us." 


It was reported that the interme- 


-diary referred to by Secretary Call 
had a conference with Louis Swift, 
and that Mr. Call, the intermediary 
and Mr. SwiJt would meet at Swift & 
Co.'s stockyard offices. 


President Donnelly, summoned back 


to Chicago by International Secretary 
Call, Is expected in the city shortly. 
Mr. Donnelly said in Kansas City 
that any move for an end of the strike 
must be made by the packers, and he 
wished he "could sett'e with honor 
today." Officials of the butcher work- 
men's organization severely criticized 
the utterances of a police inspector, 
who is alleged to have said that after 
this rioters would be taten to the 
morgue instead ol to the police sta- 
tion.
